TERMS  OF  SALE 

All  coins  and  bills  guaranteed  genuine. 

New  bidders  or  customers  sending  in  bids  for  the  first  time  must 
positively  give  first  class  reference,  bank  reference  preferably,  or 
else  send  a deposit  of  at  least  25%  of  the  total  amount  of  bids. 
Otherwise,  their  bids  will  not  be  accepted;  application  of  such  de- 
posit will  be  made  upon  successful  bids;  the  seller  reserves  the  right 
to  demand  payment  upon  successful  bids  before  delivery  in  his  sole 
discretion.  To  those  known  to  me  who  have  established  credit,  a 
reference  or  deposit  is  not  necessary  and  purchases  will  be  sent  out 
promptly  after  the  sale.  In  appreciation  of  this  courtesy  the  pur- 
chaser remits  promptly. 

Collectors  who  make  unlimited  bids  will  get  the  lots  at  5%  above 
the  highest  actual  bid  entered. 

The  terms  are  prompt  cash  settlement  after  sale,  and  no  time 
given.  Collectors  who  are  not  certain  that  they  can  pay  promptly 
are  asked  not  to  bid.  The  coins  in  the  sale  are  the  property  of  my 
clients,  and  I must  make  prompt  settlement  for  them. 

Remit  by  money  order,  draft,  check,  or  in  any  way  most  conve- 
nient. Stamps  accepted  for  accounts  that  are  below  one  dollar  only. 

Coins  will  be  bought  below  your  bids  where  other  offers  permit, 
as  this  is  competitive  bidding,  executed  in  good  faith. 

The  usual  charge  of  5%  will  be  made  for  executing  your  bids, 
and  for  packing  and  sending  out  material.  No  charge  made  on  any- 
thing not  actually  purchased.  Postage  and  express  is  paid  by  the 
purchaser. 

Receipted  bills  are  not  sent  out  after  your  remittance  as  this  is 
unnecessary.  Your  check,  draft  or  money  order  itself  is  a receipt. 
However,  if  a 3-cent  stamp  is  enclosed  we  will  send  receipt. 

Be  certain  that  you  bid  on  the  lot  you  wish  to  buy.  We  will 

correct  errors  and  adjust  claims,  but  you  should  not  expect  us  to  pay 
for  your  mistakes.  Be  careful  in  making  your  bids.  Be  sure  that 
you  bid  on  the  lot  you  wish  to  buy,  and  at  so  much  per  piece. 

Bids  must  reach  me  by  the  morning  of  the  sale.  Mail  them  in 
time  so  as  to  avoid  disappointment.  At  each  sale  some  bids  arrive 
too  late  to  be  executed. 

All  bids  are  entered  as  received  and  lots  distributed  to  the  high- 
est bidder  without  reserve.  When  two  or  more  bids  are  the  same. 
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and  there  are  no  higher  bids,  the  first  received  gets  the  lot.  When 
two  or  more  unlimited  bids  on  a certain  lot  are  sent,  the  first  one 
received  gets  the  lot  at  a 5%  advance  over  the  highest  actual  bid.

Please  bid  by  the  piece  unless  stated  to  bid  for  the  lot.  Thus,  if 
there  are  12  pieces  in  a lot  and  you  wish  to  pay  $6  for  the  lot,  then 
bid  50c.  At  each  sale  someone  bids  by  the  lot.  Don’t  do  this — 
bid  by  the  piece.

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A TRIP  ABROAD

Suburban  bus  service  is  good  in  Oslo,  so  we  reached  the  rail- 
road station  on  time  from  the  island  home  we  enjoyed  overnight. 
A few  hours  train  ride  brings  us  to  Hammer,  when  friends  meet 
us  in  a Chevvie.  We  enjoy  Lake  Mjosen  and  the  summer  homes, 
and  visit  the  ruins  of  an  old  church  a thousand  years  old.  Another 
church  still  in  use  contains  wonderful  art  work,  paintings  by  the 
masters  and  an  altar  dated  1652.  We  visited  half  a dozen  fine  farm 
homes  that  day,  relatives  of  our  host  and  entertainer  and  friends, 
and  found  these  people  delightful  to  meet,  charming  in  manners, 
truly  good  people.  This  is  a fine  section  of  the  country,  with  large 
houses  and  barns,  sometimes  fifty  cattle  to  a farm.  Some  of  the 
homes  are  very  old,  with  many  interesting  antiques. 

Upon  our  arrival  at  any  home,  immediately  the  coffee-pot  goes 
on  the  stove.  That  means  lunch  before  we  depart.  Eating  six  or 
eight  times  a day  is  more  than  I am  used  to,  but  that  is  what  the 
ticket  called  for.  At  one  place  we  were  served  in  the  garden  court 
with  delicious  cold  fresh  red  raspberry  juice.  The  following  day  we 
traveled  by  auto  to  Lillehammar.  There  we  see  a church  820  years 
old,  with  the  furniture  300  years  old.  Here  we  visit  one  of  the  col- 
lections of  old  buildings  in  the  country.  They  have  been  assembled 
from  various  parts  of  Norway  by  the  government,  probably  a hun- 
dred or  more.  Those  made  of  extra  large  timbers  are  usually  the 
oldest.  They  date  from  1000  A.D.  The  finest  building  was  the 
pastor’s  home  in  the  old  day.  His  home  was  best  furnished,  show- 
ing the  great  respect  and  esteem  in  which  he  was  held.  Capable 
guides  take  us  through  the  buildings,  showing  us  the  mediaeval 
kitchens,  box  beds,  mill,  storehouse  and  all. 

A very  old  counterfeiter's  tree  was  interesting.  In  this  large 
tree’s  hollow  were  hidden  the  plates  and  material  used  in  making 
counterfeit  notes  of  long  ago,  used  in  Norway.  And  if  he  were 
hard  pressed,  I have  no  doubt  the  counterfeiter  himself  took  refuge 
in  this  tree,  for  there  was  space.  The  next  day  we  boarded  a train 
on  the  scenic  railway  north  to  Trondheim,  arriving  there  at  10  p.  m. 
in  broad  daylight.  The  trains  stop  from  five  to  ten  minutes  in  all 
good  towns,  and  we  alight  for  exercise,  or  if  desired,  a light  lunch 
and  coffee  which  is  promptly  ready  in  the  station.  The  stations  are 
all  in  neat  repair  and  order,  and  the  lawns  well  kept,  with  grass 
and  flower  beds,  quite  in  contrast  with  the  many  unsightly  stations 
in  America.
